A two hour cross-examination of 
the leading witness in the criminal 
assault case against the two cloak

Rosalsky at that time de- 
manded bail of $25,000 each, which 
remained in force till yesterday. The 
trial yesterday took place in the 
Court of General Sessions, Part 4, be- 
fore Judge Mulqueen.
